hey are as im tnutable as truth and 
ustice; they are the sam e today as 
bey were yesterday; and they will be 
be game tomorrow as they are today, 
tut disregarding that obvious 
anc 
ital truth, these prophets of a new 
ult, when they cam e into power, now 
lino st seven years ago, proceeded to 
ubstitute “progressive p olicies’’ for 
iemocratic principles. 
That was an experim ent in 1913; 
1 is an experience now, and the result 
i an almost universal discontent, 
ii 
ou will ask the m en you m eet wheth- 
r they are satisfied w ith our political 
onditions, a very large m ajority oi 
bern will tell you that they are pro­ 
u d ly dissatisfied. 
T hey do not an 
ssign the sam e reason for th e ir . <7 ? 
atisfaction; hut th e reasons w hic 
ley all assign are reducible to the 
ame general cause. 
M any of 
JU us that our trouble is due to the 
mall men who have been elected or 
ppointed to our great offices; ana 
bat is true, so far as it goes, but i 
oes not go far enough. 
T hese mfin 
ave not m isgoverned u s sim ply ae* 
lase they w ere deficient in ability, 
ut being deficient in ability, they 
ould not com prehend 
great Prln‘ 
iples, and consequently could not ap­ 
reynte the im portance of adhering to 
iem. it m ust not be understood that 
ana apologizing for the size of our 
ublic men; for I am not. 
I have no 
atienee with p retentious ignorance, 
ad I am as m uch inclined as any o 
ou to excoriate the p etty politicians 
bo are m asquerading a s statesm en 
©fore the people; but w e m ust not 
lake the m istake of m agnifying the 
©condary, and thus obscuring the pri­ 
ory cause of our perplexities. 
Whether our governm ent is a good 
n® or a bad one will depend, of 
aurae, hi no small degree upon the 
itelleetual quality of th e m en who 
^minister it; but it w ill depend even 
tore upon the principles which con- 
them in its administration. 
W e 
annot have a bad government, if we 
PPly the right principles; and we can 
°t have a good government, if we 
PPly the wrong principles. It is un- 
oubtedly true that our present poll* 
afflictions are due, in part, to 


the fact that w e have been governed 
by men of ordinary intellect; but they 
are due, in a larger part, to the fact 
that those men have not been guided 
by sound principles in governing us. 
what else but evil could a Democrat 
have expected when he saw the prin­ 
ciples of our party abandoned 
and 
socialistic vagaries adopted by those 
whom we had chosen to conduct the 
governm ent? W hen the Populist Party 
was soliciting public favor we told the 
people 
that Populism ,

but the D em ocratic Party has always 


s o regarded it, and Mr. Jefferson spe­ 
w e d it as one of the principles by 
wMch he urged his “ untn-m en to 
judge all who m ight seek Gieir favor. 
I shall not, however, occupy your ti 
e 
in arguing that 
^ a 
classiiied as a principle 
»" d 1 a ” 
willing, for this im m e d ia t e purpose^to 
treat it m erely as a m atter of p olicy. 
hut w hether it be the one or the otner, 
it is a question of suprem e im portance 
to the people of this country. 
Econ­ 
om y is a cardinal virtue In any gov­ 
ernm ent; 
it vitalizes the idea that 
public m oney is a trust fund. a 
teaches that taxation la a burden. 
i f husbands the resources of a coun­ 
try and sets a beneficial exam ple to 
r te people. 
No econom ical govern­ 
m ent has eyer been corrupt; and no 


extravagant governm ent has ever es­ 
caped corruption. 
Dem ocratic Econom y vs. Progressive 
Extravagance. 
I do not say that these men have 
ever declared them selves, by platform 
or in any other formal way, against 
econom y. 
No party, or group of poli­ 
ticians, in this country has ever ven­ 
tured to do that. 
But it w ill not In­ 
terest you so much to know what they 
have said, as it w ill to know what 
they have done; 
and yos can beet 
judge between them and us by com ­ 
paring the public expenditures under 
them with the public expenditures un­ 
der us. 
W hen the Dem ocratic Parly 
surrendered control of thin Govern­ 
m ent to the Republican Party in 1861, 
we had spent, during the preceding 
fiscal year, the sum of Iii,OOO.OOO, 
w hile during the fiscal year of 1916, 
president 
W ilson's 
Adm inistration 
spent 
$1,8000,000.000. 
What 
good 
reason can they offer us for this stu­ 
pendous increase in our public ex ­ 
penditures? 
They som etim es attem pt 
to extenuate it by saying that our 
population had greatly increased be­ 
tw een 1860 and 1916, and so it had; 
but nothing like the rate at which 
our Federal expenses had increased. 
In I860 we had 82,000.000 people, and 
in 1916 it is estim ated that we had 
102,000,000 people, which m eans that 
with much less than four tim es the 
population 
these “Progressive Dem o­ 
crats," under W oodrow W ilson, spent 
more than 
thirty tim es 
as much 
money 
in 
1916 
as 
the 
Dem ocrats 
spent, 
under 
Jam es 
Buchanan, 
in 
1860. 
But they tell us that the interval 
between 1860 and 1916 is so great 
that no fair com parison can lie based 
upon those two years. 
That does not 
answ er our criticism , even when we 
consider the total am ount expended, 
and much less does it answ er our 
criticism when we consider the per 
capita cost. 
Conceding that the total 
cost of a governm ent m ust increase 
with the growth of populat*on, the per 
capita cost ought to dim inish with an 
increase in the population; 
because 
certain expenses m ust be incurred, 
w hether the population 
is 2.000.0W0 
or 200,000,000. 
Leaving aside, there­ 
fore the com parison based upon the 
aggregate cost of 1860 as compared 
with 1916, let us exam ine, for a mo­ 
m ent, the per capita cost. 
In I860 
the cost of our Federal Government 
was less than $2 per capita; while in 
1916 it was more than $17 per capita. 
A ssum ing that the average family in 
this country con sists of five mem bers, 
the 
Federal Governm ent cost each 
fam ily less than $10 in 1860, while it 
cost each fam ily more than $8u in 
1916. 
W hile I believe that a comparison 
based on the total expeases is a fair 
one, and while I know that the com- 
praison based upon the per capita ex ­ 
pense is a fair one, I will, neverthe­ 
less. oblate the objection of these gen­ 
tlem en by reducing the tim e one-half, 
and instead of com paring I860 with 
1916 
I will com pare 1888, which was 
the ’last full year of Grover^ Cleve­ 
land’s first adm inistration, with 1916, 
which w as the last full year of Wood- 
row W ilson’s first term. 
In 1888, Mr. 
C leveland’s 
Adm inistration 
s p e n t 
$248,000,000, In accordance with law s 
which had been enacted by a Repu­ 


blican C ongress and approved by a 
Republican P resident. 
In 1916 W ood­ 
row 
W ilso n s A dm inistration 
spent 
$1,800,000,000 to m eet the exp en ses of 
a G overnm ent which for three years 
had been under their absolute con­ 
trol, 
The 
R epublicans 
everyw here 
denounced the $248,000,000 spent by 
the Cleveland A dm inistration in 1888, 
and Mr. C leveland him self did not de­ 
fined it, though he defended his party 
by saying that the law s which requir­ 
ed that expenditure had been enacted 
by a Republican Congress. 
But w aiv­ 
ing all question of that kind, I say to 
you today that if $248,000,000 was en­ 
ough to pay the exp en ses of this Gov- 
rnm ent under Grover Cleveland 
in 
1888, $1,800,000,000 was altogether too 
much for W oodrow W ilson to spend 
in 1916. 
T hese 
com parisons 
m ust 
satisfy 
every reasonable man; 
but I crave 
your indulgence 
while 
I m ake one 
more 
H aving com pared these “Pro­ 
gressive D em ocrats” with real D em ­ 
ocrats in this m atter of governm ental 
expenditure, I propose now to com ­ 
pare them with them selves, in order 
that you may see how their extrav­ 
agance “p rogresses.” 
Let us com pare 
their expenditures for the year imme- 
m idately before the war with their 
expenditures for the year im m ediately 
after the war. 
In 1916 they spent 
$1,800,000,000, w hile during the next 
fiscal year it will require $5,249.000,- 
000 to m eet the expenses which they 
have authorized and directed. 
That 
$5,249,000,000 is not what a Repub­ 
lican Congress will appropriate to e x ­ 
ecute the law s which they may m ake; 
but it is the am ount which Dem ocratic 
Cabinet officers say is needed to pay 
for what they say should be done. Let 
us deduct $1,000,000,000 for interest 
on the war debt, with $249,000,000 
more to cover the soldier’s insurance 
and other item s incident to the war, 
though they w ill not require anything 
like that am ount, and we w ill still 
have an ordinary expenditure of $4,- 
000,000,000 in the next fiscal year, as 
against $1,800,000,000 
in 
1916. 
Did 
the world ever before w itn ess such 
am azing extravagance? 
W ith a debt of more than $26,000,- 
000,000 contracted in prosecuting the 
war against Germany, the interest on 
which, at the present rate, being more 
than $1,000,000,000 annually, we had 
a right to 
expect that these 
men 
would m ake som e effort to reduce the 
ordinary expenses of this G overnm ent. 
That is w hat any faithful em ployee 
would have done in attending to his 
em ployer's business; and that is what 
any prudent man would have done in 
attending to his own business. 
Under 
the n ecessity of providing for an ex­ 
traordinary expenses, a decent regard 
for the people would have Induced 
C ongress and the P resident to curtail 
our ordinary exp en ses to the low est 
possible lim it. 
But to this plain duty 
these sagacious statesm en turned a 
deaf ear. 
E ither indifferent to the 
public interest, or incapable of con­ 
serving it, they have more than dou­ 
bled the ordinary exp en ses of this 
G overnm ent in four years. 
I am not 
unm indful of the fact that som e part 
of this enorm ous increase is charge 
able to the general increase in all 
w ages and prices; but that does not 
account for all, or even for one-half. 
of the more than $3,400,600,000 which 


they huve added to our Federal ex­ 
penses. 
The W aste of Public Moro-y. 
How arf* they spending our m o n e y ? 
T hey are spending It lik e drunken j 
sailors. 
They are w asting much of it ; 
in enterprises which do not relate to 
any proper function of the Federal J 
G overnm ent; and they are worse than ' 
w asting much of it in m ultiplying of I 
fires until we now have more than ! 
700.000 
Federal 
officeholders. 
The 
supernum eraries 
are so thick that 
they are in each other’s way; and if 
the private citizen escap es a Federal 
spy, he runs into the arm s of a Fed 
oral Tax Collector. 
I have seen that 
noble army of Am erican 
tax eaters 
spring with alacrity to the defense of 
its own sinecures; 
and as I have 
watched it march with firm and steady 
tread on the national treasury. I have 
b€*en rem inded o f —because it was so 
much 
unhat*- - Toe 
Charge of 
TI ie 
Dight B rigade;” and, with apologies to 
the p o e t Tennyson, I have felt like 
exclaim ing; 


Federal officers lo the right of us, 
Federal officers to the left of us, 
Federal officers in front of us, 
H ave wheedled and plundered us. 


W hile 
President W ilson 
w as in 
Paris, negotiating the treat of peace, 
including this league of notions, he 
had more than thirteen hundred pete 
pie with him, and on the pay roll of 
the United States. 
W hat he did with 
them is more than I can Imagine; 
and much less can I im agine how he 
could 
have needed them . 
No man 
qualified to represent us in that nego­ 
tiation could have needed the a ssist­ 
ance of thirteen hundred people, 
and 
evidently the 
Pre,sident thought he 
was the only 
man in, this country 
equial to that task; for if he could 
have found another, 
he would un­ 
doubtedly have appointed him so that 
he could have rem ained at home to 
discharge the duties of his office. Two 
of the best hotels in Paris were leas­ 
ed to house and entertain the P resi­ 
dent’s attendants, and the owner of 
one of these hotels has presented 
a 
claim for $350,000 dam age done by its 
Am erican occupants. 
T hey have had 
a high old tim e w hile the tax payers 
of this country were paying the bills. 
It m ust not be understood that the 
P resident was a guest at either of 
those hotels. 
He occupied a palace 
which the new spapers of the day said 
had cost $1,000,000 to build, and $2,- 
000,000 to furnish. 
I would not want 
the P resident of the United States to 
stop at a cheap tavern, but a $1,000,- 
OOt) palace with $2,000,000 worth of 
furnishings, is just a little more than 
a plain Am erican D em ocrat 
thinks 
necessary to “m ake the world safe for 
dem ocracy.” 
Inspired by such sur­ 
roundings and such a retinue, it is 
sm all wonder that the President for­ 
got his early lessons in econom y, and 
called on the Am erican Congress, by 
a cablegram , to appropriate $100,000,- 
000 out of the public treasury to be 
distributed as a largess to the people 
of Europe. 
Only a year or two before 
that, C ongress had refused to give a 
fraction of that sum to relieve our 
people in the drouth-stricken distric ts 
of Texas. 
I would not m yself have 
voted for either proposition, because 
our representatives have no right to 
give the public m oney away; but they 
have a better right to give It to our 
own people than they have to give 
it to aliens and strangers, 
lf I w ere 
w illing to give the public m oney away 
as a charity, I would begin at home, 
and I would never give a dollar to 
Europe as long as there is an indigent 
widow or a hungry child in th ese U nit­ 
ed States. 
A real Dem ocrat has alw ays under­ 
stood that u seless offices not only en­ 
tail a u seless expenditure of public 
money, but lead inevitably to an un­ 
dem ocratic intereference with the lib­ 
erty and business of every citizen. 
That has been true in every age and 
in every country of the world; and 
it has never been truer at any tim e or 
in any place than it is with us today. 
A recent A ssociated P ress dispatch 
reports that Federal agents from the 
D epartm ent of Justice bad arrested 
Jess W illard, the prizefighter, on a 
charge of profiteering in the sale of 
wood. 
The evidence showed that W il­ 
lard had som ething like seventy cords 
of wood cut on his K ansas farm, and 
sent it into a nearby town for sale. 
The evidence further showed that he 
instructed the men who hauled it to 
give it to those who were too poor to 
buy it, if they needed it; and nine of 
the seventy cords w ere given away to 
people who w ere not able to pay for 
it. 
That was the case upon which 
W illaid was arrested and taken from 
his home to K ansas City before a Fed­ 
eral Com m issioner. 
What r ig h t has the Federal Govern 
merit to watch a citizen of Kansas as 
he cuts iii1’ own wood from his own 
farm, and follow him to town to see 
what he does with it? 
From what 
clause in the C onstitution does Con­ 
gress derive a power to legislate for 
such cases? 
John J. Ingalls, th** very 
em bodim ent 
of 
Federal 
Republican­ 
ism in K ansas, would not have sanc­ 
tioned such a proceeding; and how 
can men who pretend to be Demo­ 
crats do so? 
But these pestilent busy­ 
bodies m ust teach the people to fear 
the strong arm of the Federal Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
They must do som ething. 


and if the> can find nothing else to do, 
they will follow you from your place 
of business to your home, and if you 
will not do Home!bing which they c an 
r* iM>rt to their superiors, you will soon 
find them looking over tho transom 
of your kitchen door to see if your 
good wife is not squeezing the juice 
out of lier own grapes for use on her 
own table. 
Not content 
with 
increasing the 
number of Federal em ployes, they are 
increasing Federal salaries where no 
increase ('an be Justified. 
Eighteen 
months ago the H ouse of R epresent­ 
atives passed a bill providing that the 
minimum w ages paid to any person 
em ployed by the United States, except 
in the army and navy, should be $3.00 
per day. 
That hill w as sen t to the 
Senate, w here it failed of passage, and 
the H ouse has passed it again, within 
the lust eight m onths 
Under it, if 
it bliouid becom e a law, tne negro 
men who clean out the cuspidors and 
the negro women who scrub the floors 
Of our Federal buildings would be paid 
more than the w hite school teachers 
of Texas. 
I believe in good pay for 
good work, and we should increase the 
salaries of our school teachers; but 
I would never vote for any bill which 
gives to negro janitors and 
negro 
scrubwom en working for the United 
States higher salaries than my own 
State 
pays 
to 
her 
w hite 
school 
teachers. 


Nor does this governm ental genera 
ORity stop with creating new offices 
and 
increasing 
old 
salaries. 
T hey 
have pending in ('ongress, now, a bill 
and it is certain to pass, sooner or 
later, unless the people wake up and 
m ake them selves heard 
which pro­ 
vides that all persons who have work­ 
ed for the Governm ent in the cla ssi­ 
fied service for a certain num ber of 
years and have reached a certain age, 
shall have a right to quit work and 
still draw a salary from the public 
treasury. 
W hy should that be the law 
of this land? 
T hese people have a 
life position; their salary is, as a rule, 
better than they can obtain outside of 
tile G overnm ent; they receive tw elve 
m onths pay for eleven m onths’ work; 
and why should the tax payers of this 
country 
be required, 
after paying 
them a salary while they work, to still 
pay them a salary after they have 
ceased to work? The laborer is worthy 
of his hire; but the hire is worthy of 
the laborer. 
Who will take care of 
the tax payers when they quit work? 
I suppose these “Progressive Demo­ 
crats” w ill propose for the Govern­ 
m ent to do it; but how will the Gov­ 
ernm ent provide the m oney to m eet 
the expense? 
The Government can­ 
not support the people, 
it may, of 
course, support a part of the people; 
but if it does, it must do so at the ex­ 
pense of the other part. 
We som etim es hear a “Progressive 
Dem ocrat” who w ants an office de­ 
nounce 
extravagance 
and 
advocate 
econom y, but we never hear a "Pro­ 
gressive Dem ocrat” who holds an of­ 
fice do that; because, if he did. his 
preachm ents would condemn his prac­ 
tices. 
They are all using the public 
treasury as a cam paign chest, and 
they hope to secure their re-election 
by obtaining appropriations for their 
States and 
D istricts. 
They do 
not 
com e back to their people, as their 
predecessors once did, and tell how 
they had resisted and defeated vicious 
legislation; they do not, in their pub­ 
lic speeches, address them selves to 
the great principles of free govern­ 
ment, and point out how they have 
earned a re-election by an adherence 
to those principles. 
All of that is in 
the past. 
Our Progressive Senators 
and R epresentatives in this day say 
little about great principles, and much 
about the appropriations which they 
have obtained. 
They do not tell the 
people, however, that in order to ob­ 
tain 
an 
appropriation to clean out 
Brushy Creek they were com pelled to 
vote for appropriations to build up all 
of the Beaver Dams in the country. 
It 
is a gam e of give and take, in w hich 
those who take m ust give ungrudging­ 
ly, and 
m illions are squandered 
in 
order that the politicians m ay thrive. 
Supplying the Money. 
How do these men expect to supply 
the m oney necessary to defray th ese 
enorm ous expenditures? 
They 
can 
only do so by continuing th ese war 
taxes. 
Nine good citizens out of ten 
w ill object to that, if for no othei1 
reason, upon the ground that taxes 
levied to meet the exigen cies of war 
should not be necessary in a tim e of 
peace. 
Then, too. a kirge num ber of 
m en object to those taxes quite as 
much en account of thor vexation as 
on account of their burden. 
If you 
step into a drug store to buy a box 
of troches for your irritated throat, 
you m ust not only pay a tax to the 
Governm ent of the United States; but 
you must 
wait until the clerk can 
affix 
and 
cancel 
a revenue stam p. 
N othing but an extrem e n ecessity can 
justify any G overnm ent in levying a 
tax upon the m edicines of its people, 
and certainly no such extrem e nec­ 
essity can ever exist in this country, 
when we are at peace with the world. 
When I w ent to the station at. W ash, 
ington to buy my ticket to G ainesville, 
so that I m ight m ake this speech, I 
was com pelled to pay a tax to the Gov­ 
ernm ent of the United S tates for the 
privilege of buying the railroad tick et 
on which I cam e home.

m ent. 
W hile w e w ere engaged 
in 
th e R ev olutionary W a r a g a in st G reat 
B ritain , th e rev o ltin g C olonies o rg an ­ 
ized th e m se lv es in to a C on fed eratio n , 
w hich, though d efectiv e in m any re­ 
spects, answ ered Its p u rp o se; and we 
achieved o ur in d ep en d en ce u n d er i t 
W ith th e p re ssu re of a com m on d an ­ 
g er rem oved, how ever, its d efe cts be­ 
gan 
to m a n ife st th e m se lv es in th e 
m ost disq u ietin g m an n er. 
O ur fo r­ 
eign com m erce w as In te rru p te d w ith 
Im punity; 
and S ta te d isc rim in a tio n s 
h ad been m et w ith co u n ter-d iscrim in a­ 
tio n s u n til th o se w ho had been com 
ra d e s in w ar w ere on th e verge of 
becom ing en em ies in peace. 
T h is s it­ 
u atio n grew w orse w ith each year, un­ 
til It b ecam e u n en d u rab le, and a con­ 
v e n t'on of all th e S ta te s w as called to 
co n sid er a rem edy for It. 
T o th a t convention, w hich m et a t 
P h ilad elp h ia In M ay. 1787, th e sev eral 
g ra te s elected fifty-five d e le g a te s; and 
I am w ell w ithin th e tru th of h isto ry 
w hen I say th a t fifty-five m en of rip e r 
w isdom o r lo ftie r p a trio tism had nev­ 
e r before, an d hav e n e v e r since, been 
d esig n ated for a g re a t w ork.

lacking

th o se illu strio u s p a trio ts labored in- 
cessably to fo rm u late a plan of gov­ 
ern m e n t w hich w ould em an cip ate our

tra d e from u n ju st re 
stric t! on s. fo rtify our co u n try a g a in st 
foreign enem ies, and p rev e n t serious 
a lte rc a tio n s betw een th e S tate s, w ith ­ 
o u t dim in ish in g , 
beyond 
w h at w as 
ab so lu tely n ecessary , th e pow er w hich 
each S ta te th e n ex ercised w ithin its 
ow n b o rd ers and o ver its ow n people 
That convention unanimously agreed 
that the States should delegate to the 
Federal Government an exclusive con­ 
trol over our foreign relations—com­ 
mercial and diplomatic. 
That was 
a wise arrangement. Indeed, a wiser 
one could net hare been devised; be­ 
cause. as the purpose was to combine 
the strength et all In the defense of 
©ach, and as all of the States would 
be called upon to contribute men and 
money in the event of wnr. it wan ob­ 
viously proper that 
a Government 
which represented nil of them should 
hare the exclusive power to declare 
war, to make peace, and to conduct 
our intercourse with foreign nations. 
T h e ir ex p erien ce u n d e r th e A rticles 
of C onfederation 
had ta u g h t th o se 
d eleg a tes th e need of an a rb ite r in 
d isp u tes betw een th e S ta te s. If erery 
S ta te w ere left to deal, according to 
its ow n ju d g m en t, w ith a q u estion a f­ 
fecting it and a n o th e r S ta te , each 
m ight decide th a t q u estion according 
to its own in te re st o r p assio n ; and 
w ith none to Judge betw een them , 
ce rtain ly a b itte r e stra n g e m e n t, and 
possibly 
a a arm ed collision, 
w ould 
som etim es ensue. 
In o rd er to a v e rt 
such a calam ity, it w as ag reed th a t 
th e S ta te s should also d eleg ate to th e 
F ed eral G overnm ent a 
co n tro l over 
certain in te r-state tra n sa c tio n s, 
and 
tim e h as thoroughly 
vin d icated th e 
w isdom of th a t a rra n g e m e n t. 
H aving invested th e F ed era l Gov­ 
ern m e n t w ith an 
exclu siv e co n tro l 
over our in te r-sta te rela tio n s, th e con­ 
vention had accom plished 
th e tw o 
g re a t purposes for w hich it had been 
called; 
but th e re w as still a sm all 
class of q u setio n s— n o t in te rn atio n a l, 
nor exactly In ter-state In th e ir c h a r­ 
a c te r— w hich It w as believed could

In his la te r life, and afte r 
he had re tire d from active politics, 
he w rote a le tte r to his young friend, 
Jo sep h C. C abell, la w hich he p a rt leu 
larly specified th e functions which had 
been. and w hich o u g h t to have been, 
assigned to th e F ed era l G o v ern m en t 
as w ell as th o se w hich had been, and 
w hich ought to have been. reserved 
to th e S tate s. 
T h e N atloual G overn 
■tent. he said, should be en tru sted 
w ith th e defeuee of th e N ation, w ith 
o u r foreign and o u r in te rsta te re la ­ 
tions, w hile th e S ta te G overnm ents 
should be e n tru ste d w ith civil rig h ts, 
w ith a 1! police pow ers, aud w ith th e 
a d m in istra tio n of w h at generally con­ 
c e rn s th e S tate . 
W e kept those com-, 
m and m en ts th ro u g h 
six decades of 
j>eace; 
we obeyed 
them faithfully 
th ro u g h four y ea rs of dreadful civil 
w ar; they w ere th e “cloud by day and 
th e p illar of fire by n ig h t ’ w hich we 
follow ed th ro u g h th e b itte r days of 
R e c o n stru c tio n ; and no D em ocrat e v ­ 
e r advised us to d e p a rt from them un­ 
til w ith in th e la st few years. 
National Prohibition. 
Mote than forty years ago a Repul> 
Beau member of Congress from New 
Hampshire Introduced a resolution in 
the House of Representatives propos­ 
ing an amendment to the Federal Con* 
s ti tattoo under which the manufacture 
aud sale of Intoxicating Honors should 
be orohibited In the several States. 
No Democratic leader, and no Demo­ 
crat from the rank and file, gave any 
countenance to that proposal; 
bat 
everywhere the men of oar party de­ 
nounced tt as aa assault upon the 
rights of those States, and. as such, 
all Ssraoqrato opposed it until we fell 
under itila "progressiva" 
delusion. 
Never until Mr. Wilson became Presi­ 
dent were the advocates af Federal 
Prohibition able even to bring that 
question to a vote in either House of 
Congress; but before be had entered 
well upon his second term, the Pro­ 
hibition Amendment received two- 
thirds of all the votes cast in each 
House, and when submitted to the 
States, it was ratified by more than 
tbree-fourths of them, including every 
Southern State, although we were 
pledged by our principles and our tra­ 
ditions to oppose all Federal inter­ 
ference with our local affairs. 
I can understand how a Democrat 
can favor prohibition 
in Precinct, 
County, or State; because there it 
represents to him only a question of 
police regulation. 
But I cannot un­ 
derstand how any man 
who e*er 
thought that he was a Democrat could 
vote tor Federal Prohibition; because 
It alters, to a most radical extent, the 
relations between the generaal Gov­ 
ernment and the States of this Union. 
Good Democrats have frequently dif­ 
fered with each other on questions 
of policy; but they have seldom dif­ 
fered with each other on any ques 
lion of principle, and the one question 
of principle on which they had never 
differed was this question of State 
Rights. 
In the days of our fathers. 
you might as well have asked them 
to believe that a man who denied the 
divinity of Jesus Christ was a Chris 
tian as to have asked them to believe 
that a man who repudiated the doc 
trine of State Rights was a Democrat. 
Naturalists tell us that there are such

C onstitution, it could n o t im p a ir th e 
rig h ts of any S tate. 
T h a t a rg u m e n t 
is so tra n sp a re n tly illogical th a t you 
would alm ost have a rig h t to d o u b t 
w hat I say w hoa I tell you th a t it h as 
been advanced by such "P ro g re ssiv e s" 
as S en ato r S heppard, and m any o th e rs 
of less rep u tatio n , b a t of eq u al ab ility . 
W ith such m en sponsoring It, I c a n 
not d ism iss th a t 
a rg u m e n t a s 
u n ­ 
w orthy of m y atten tio n . 
Whether or not the Federal Prohibi­ 
tion Amendment has deprived these 
S tate s of any right can be determined 
by the simplest of all mental proceses 
—an easy comparison between what 
was and what is. 
All men admit that 
lie fore the Federal Prohibition Amend­ 
ment waul adopted every State in this 
U nion had a right to authorize its 
citizens, to manufacture and sell li­ 
quor; all men admit that since the 
adoption of the Prohibition Anaend- 
ment no State in this Union has a 
right to authorize !t» citizens to m in 
facture and sell liquor; and, no man 
will deny that this radical changa is 
due entirely to the Federal Prohibi­ 
tion Amendment. How, than, can any 
man have the effrontery to tell ne 
that Federal Prohibition has not de­ 
prived any State of its right? These 
gentlemen have fallen into a hopeless 
confusion of ideas, and when you ana­ 
lyze their coateation—for I will mat 
dignify tt by caning It an argument— 
it comes to this: 
That if you take 
away the rights af the States 
by 
amending the Constitution, you hare 
not taken them away at all. Men may 
think that it was wise, or men may 
think that it was otherwise; but ho 
man who thinks with any degree of 
precision about it can doubt that the 
right to control the liquor traffic was 
taken from these States by the Fed­ 
eral Prohibition Amendment. 
Men who ask you to believe that 
these States have not been deprived 
of a right simply because it was takan 
fronm 
them 
by 
a 
Constitutional 
Amendment, cannot have much re­ 
spect for your intelligence, and I can­ 
not have much respect for their sin­ 
cerity. They might as well stand op 
like man and meet this question. It 
will Impeach their Democracy, 
of 
course, tor them to confess that they 
deliberately 
violated the rights of 
these States; but that is exactly whet 
they have dome, aad they cannot miti­ 
gate their guilt by entering a plea that 
compels os to distrust their candor. 
I commend to them the example af 
Hon. Malcolm H. Patterson, of Ten­ 
nessee 
He had been a Democrat all 
of his life, aad was an anti-prohibi­ 
tionist until tour ar five years ago. 
I will say, toe, without intending any 
invidious comparisons, that Mr. Pat­ 
terson is one of the ablest, it not the 
very ablest, among the men who have 
been pressing this Federal Prohibi­ 
tion Amendment. He knew what Fed­ 
eral Prohibition meant to these States 
and scorning to palter with his In­ 
tellect about it, he boldly renounced 
the faith of his fathers, declaring, as 
if he had some of these Texas "Pro­ 
gressives" in his mind, a contempt for 
those who support or abandon the 
doctrine of Stat 3 Rights according to 
the exigencies of each particular oc­ 
casion. 
Some of my good friends are ap* 
prehensive that what I may say on 
this question will be misunderstood.

THAT LIBERTY MAY NOT PERISH— 
THAT THIS GOVERNMENT MAY NOT DIE- 


At a mass m eeting of Democrats held la the nV(?r 
Hoare, Fort Worth, Texas, August 34, 1919, the follow! I 
of the committer- of thfity-flve was read section by 
unanimously adopted: 
Thoroughly concurring in, and unreservedly sttbscr bi 
the great truth as announced in the very first article of 
* 
of Rights of the Constitution of Texas, that: 
"Texas is a free and independent State, subject only to 
Constitution of the United States; and the maintenance of 
** 
free institutions and the perpetuity of the Union depen/ ^ 
the preservation of the right of local self government 
^ 
paired to all .the States.’ 
n' 
We make the following Declaration of Principle*- 
1. We believe In a representative democracy, as exempli?-, 
by this Republic, and we are opposed to the Initiative and 
Referendum, or any other measure calculated to convert thi 
Government into a direct democracy. 
Recognizing, howe ** 
that constitutions are designed to confer power, or to limit 
^ 
already conferred, on legislative bodies, we hold that no const^ 
tution, or any am endm ent to it, should be adopted except b' 
the people. Every State In the Union now applies this principle 
to its own constitution, and we favor an amendment to the con 
stltution of the United States requiring that hereafter all 
amendments to It shall be subm itted to a direct vote of the 
people in the several States for ratification or rejector 
2. 
We believe In a w ritten constitution, and In a faithful 
obedience to all of its provisions. 
We especially denounce, as 
fraught with the gravest danger, the enactm ent of legslaticn 
under the pretext that It designed for a constitutional purpose 
when the authors of it perfectly understand that Its purpose js’ 
wholly unconstitutional. 
Such legislaton is doubly vicious- 
because it is based upon a false pretense discreditable to Con- 
gress, and violates the constitution in a manner to prevent 
judicial correction. 
3. 
We believe in the wise arrangem ent which reserves to 
each State in this Union the exclus+e right to regulate, so far 
as any government may properly regulate, the habits and occu­ 
pations of its own people; and we are opposed to all measures 
which will, in purpose or effect, deprive these States of that 
right. 
4. 
We believe th at every State should have the right to 
prescribe the qualifications of its own voters, and we are opposed 
to the pending am endm ent of the Federal Constitution which 
denies to Texas the right to say who may and who may not 
vote for our purely local officers. 
5. 
We denounce the growing tendency to regulate every. 
thing by law, and we demand that every American citizen shall 
be left as free to do for himself and with his own as 
sistent with the peace and good order of society. 
6. 
We denounce the growing extravagance of the Govern- 
ment, Federal, State and Municipal, as not only a useless waste 
of the wealth created by the labor of our people, but as the 
prolific mother of many governmental vices; and we demand 
the return to that simplicity and economy in our public affairs 
which our domestic fathers practiced in the most glorious era 
of this Republic. 
7. 
We favor the efficient regulation of the railroads to the 
end that they shall be compelled to give every man fair service 
fee fair pay, and all men the same service for the same pay 
under the same conditions; but we ane utterly opposed to the 
governmental ownership and operation of them. 
For the United 
States to take over and operate the railroads of this country 
will not only violate a sound principle, by reducing ths great 
Republic from a Sovereign to a mere common carrier for hire, 
but it will increase the employee of the Federal Government by 
more than two million, and th at number, together with their 
relatives and dependents, will control more than four million 
votes, thus rendering It impossible by any means short of a 
revolution to dislodge a party once in power. 
8. 
We believe in the right of private property, and we are 
uncompromisingly opposed to eociallsm. 
We hold that every 
man is entitled to enjoy ail he san honestly earn, and we deny 
the right of any Government te take one m an’s property for the 
benefit of another man. 
We also believe, however, that the 
gradual absorption of all property in the hands of a favored few 
would not be less fatal to clviiiaation and liberty in the end than 
the socialistic destruction of private property. 
We therefore 
deciare ourselves opposed to monopoly ss well as socialism, 
and we pledge ourselves to resist both with unyielding deter­ 
mination. 


9. 
We believe th at the constitution contains no guarantee 
more valuable than that which secures the freedom of speech; 
and we are opposed to any law which makes, or attempts to 
make, it a crime for a citizen of the United States to criticise 
the measures of the adm inistration of our government. To resist, 
or advise others to resist, the due enforcement of the law should 
he an offense, and punished as such; but to urge the repeal 
of any law, or to contend th at any given law ought not to have 
been enacted, or to teet the validity of any law by an orderly 
procedure in the courts is the birthright of every American 
freeman, and must not be denied or abridged. 
"IO- We hold th at the first and highest duty of this republic 
is to its own citizens; and we deny its right to expend our 
taxes or to sacrifice the lives of our sons in fighting w ars which 
do not involve the honor of our country, or the w elfare of our 
people. Our only duty to other countries is te deal justly with 
them, and that duty can be, and should be, performed without 
entering into a perm anent alliance with European m onarchies, 
or participating in European politics, or engaging in European 
struggles for territorial aggrandizem ent 
11. 
We pledge ourselves to oppose all etasa legislation and 
all class domination in this Republic. 
Every special favor con­ 
ferred on any class necessarily Involves a discrimination against 
all other classes; and control by any one claes neoeesarily means 
the government win be adm inistered for the benefit of that class 
without regard for the interest of all ether classes. 
12. 
We demand a practical as well as a theoretical separa­ 
tion of Church and 8tate. The Churoh Is a spiritual institution, 
designed to save human souls, while government* are temporal 
institutions, designed to protect human rights and liberties. 
The end which the State serves is not the end which the Church 
wa* intended to serve, and every effort to unite the two has 
resulted in a serious injury to both. 
All who can subscribe to the foregoing principles are invited 
to join in every reasonable effort to make them effective in the 
administration of the Governm ent

Perhaps a few observations regard­ 
ing our voya a may be of interest. At 
San 
Francisco we 
found ourselves 
very much occupied for the few days 
we were there in taking the various 
•ight-seem g tripe, among them the 
Chma-town trip. 
This is a much her­ 
alded experience and perhaps is inter­ 
esting to the un initiated, 
but to the 
glob* tro tte r like myself it ha* b»*t its 
charm, 
the principal 
thing 
bring 
several set up stages artistically go t­ 
ten up to separate you from your 
money for gew taw e, rabbit feet and 
kindr**d articles of the mystic 
shrine. 
No reflection on the Shriners, although 
our guide emphasized the fact that he 
was the official guide for the Shriners. 
The one out-standing fact, if it was a 
fact, was the information that during 
all the flu epidemic, that 
not a single 
Chinese had the flu. 
I he trips are ail 
worth while and instructive as well as 
pleasing. 
From San Francisco to Honolula the 
trip was pleasant but not with

great excitem ent 
At Honolulu we spent the dny sight­ 
seeing and enj! ytng the balmy atm os­ 
phere and fragrance

here that California is also endowed

We enjoyed lunch at the Sea side

bathing 
facilities. 
The Aquarium here is very interest­ 
ing and well worth a visit. Prices are 
modest and in San Francisco wa found 
prices more moderate than in San An­ 
tonio. 
The High cost of living has taken a 
Arm hold in Japanese ports and in 
Yokohoma we did little more than 
visit shops but this alone is an inter­ 
esting experience and one long to be 
remembered. 
A t Kobe we made some purchases 
and w ere well pleased with our bar­ 
gains in silk wear. 
The flu was 
raging in Japan and 
tended to retard som *wnat the 
pleas­

that, was a trip to Tokio and Kyoto, 
which we abandoned on account of the 
flu. 
Travel resectio n s are

severe in Japan and we were subjected 
to rigid inspection before leaving the 
shin and had to produce our pass­ 
ports. 
Once ashore restrictions were all off 
and our incursions weru only restrict­ 
ed by the whims of the Rik Shaw pull­ 
ers. 
Prosperity having become resi­ 
dent with Japan the vagaries of the 
coolies sometimes b ‘came annoying on 
account of the extrem e independence 
displayed, 
We however visited temples 
and 
theaters, 
shops 
and m anufactures, 
works of a rt and Scripture and tound 
much of interest. 
The natives also found much of in­ 
terest in Mrs. L. Mantel and myself. 
I have grown so 
fat that I have had 
to alter all my clothes. 
I now weigh 
221 lbs and am gaining every day. 
The Ria Shaw puller th a t pulled me 
perspired some and he evidently pass­ 
ed the word along as I had extrem e 
liiiiculty lliit ni^ht in getting any one 
to take me. 
We attra cte d con-iu*-rable attention 
urn I 
was evidently regarded as a 
s«»rt af super - being I rom 
the way I 
was inspected everyw here we went 
Shanghai is the only Chinese 
port 
we vit*it en route to Manila and 
it Y 
cold here, snow still remaining on the 
ground. 
We too ii a long drive to various 
naris of the city here and were agal*, 
conspicious objects f >r tne Chinese. 
Here you can hire a carriage all 
ifternoon f» r$ 2 d 9 but our money i*- 
only worth $3 70 on the (ive here. 
while in Japon it is 1.95 for $1.00 
Mexican dollars are the standard here. 
At the risk of boring you with any 
t'urf h* r details about ourselves I will 
discontinue for the present and trust 
th at the spirit, the next time it moves, 
will prove more interesting.
